The motion for a new trial was 
based chiefly on an affidavit by 
Southern's wife, Violet Ruth South- 
ern. In the affidavit she swore 
that she made falee charges 
against Southern to the District 
Attorney's office because she was 
afraid of him and wanted him sent 
to prise Her change of heart 
came, she said, when the jury con- 
victed Southern of murder instead 
of mansiaughter. 

Although Judge reported 
yesterday that he had _ received 
numerous appealr to prosecute the 
wife, because of her action during 
the trial, he declared that no 
ground for a criminal complaint 
exists. . Morally, he «aid, she 
should be held accountable, but

The tyrant of the basement, 
whose scepter i« a mop, whose re- 
gal robes are of denim and whose 
throne is a.cuspidor, whose ships 
are bars of soap in buckets of 
suds, at last is to receive official 
recognition as a scientist—a bac- 
teriologiet to be exact. 

In other words science is in- 
vading the field of the janitor and 
the “day is not far distant, it ts 
said, when prospective wielders of 
the mop and disinfectant will be 
asked not how well they can 
scrub or how cold they can kee 
the heating aystem—but how w 
can they classify bacteria. 

Fifty colored employees of the 
county, who for the time being are 


known as janitors, yesterday 
given a lecture on “The Relation 
Between Bacteria and Dirt.” They 
were instructed by Dr. R. V. Stone 
in the rudiments of bacteria chas- 
ing and were told how to see one 
of the wiggly germs when it is in- 
visible to the naked eye. 

They were also informed that 
the insidious thing about bacteria 
is that nine out of ten dirty ves- 
sel4 are virtual hotbeds of the dis- 
ease breeding organism. 

The course was instituted at the 
suggestion of County Health Officer 
Pomeroy. The results obtained at 
the first lecture le@ one of the 
physicians to make the assertion 
that the janitors, beg pardon, bac- 
teriologists, took to the study like 
a duck to water.

The present model, confined to 
the lower section of the plan. is 
built on a ecale of sixty-four feet 
to the inch. The new model to 
be built to cover the entire proj- 
ect. will be bullt on a scale of 
thirty-two feet to the inch,. and 
will be approximately forty feet 
in length. 

The Allied Architects’ plan has 
been indorsed by the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Chapter, Americkn Institute 
of Architects, it is announced. Ac-
